Nick Derpich was born on the 
Dalmatian island of Brae in the 
village of Pucisca during the reign 
of Franz Josef of Austria. Simon 
Radov was born on the island of 
Olib which is north of Brae near the 
coast of Zadar. Nick came to the 
United States as a young man during 
the "Roaring Twenties" and made his 
way to Watsonville almost immediately. 
Simon Radov also came about the same 
time but moved to New York City. In 
1952 Mr. Radov and his family 
moved to Watsonville. 

Their talks will not be long 
or formal speeches but rather they 
will reminisce in an informal manner. 
They will relate to us their boyhood 
experiences in the old country at 
the turn of the century and of their 
experiences here as immigrants in a 
new land.

(We heard one 
from Nick about a Yugoslav who ran 
an illegal still during Prohibition). 
They are YACO members and among our 
most enthusiastic supporters.

It also 
appears in CFU's THE ZAJED- 
NICAR and is contributed by 
Adam S. Eterovich. Mr. Eter- 
ovich was YACO's guest speaker 
at our March meeting. (Those 
who attended are still buzzing 
about his talk— those of you 
who missed him, take heart! 

We hope to have him speak be¬ 
fore us again in the Fall). 

Mr. Eterovich has been very 
supportive of YACO and his 
latest contribution is an ad 
for THE KALIFORNSKI, which 
also starts in this issue. 

Adam Eterovich was born in 
San Francisco and his parents 
came from Pu£i3cfe on the island 
of Brae. His family has been 
in San Francisco since 1860. 

Adam attended public schools 
in "The City" and is a graduate 
of San Francisco State Univer¬ 
sity. He was a Korean War 
volunteer and served 4 years 
in the service. He is a member 
of the Californa Historical 
Society, the Slavonic MBS 
Society of San Francisco and is 
a lifetime member of CFU. 

Mr. Eterovich is a longtime 
researcher and writer of Croa- 
tians in America. He is pres¬ 
ident of the Croatian Geneo- 
logical Society, Croatian- 
American Academic Association 
of the Pacific and is the founder 
of Ragusan Press which publishes 
Croatian and other south Slavic 
Americana. 

Our good friend is a publisher 
by profession. He is marries 
and has one daugher.(He met 
and married his wife Danica 
while in Zagreb). While in Zag- 
greb, Adam did graduate work 
at the University of Zagreb. 

The series will each month in¬ 
clude the geneologies of 2 
Croatian names along with coats 
of arms when available. I am sur 
that this is a series which all 
YACO members will enjoy.

Characteristically, the Dalmatians claim to be born with a high 
school education, well-bred and tall and handsome in stature. And, if of 
Dalmatian origin, one might be inclined to admit this is quite true. 

In the late UQO’s when the Turks conquered the Balkans, Croatians 
living in the ravaged areas moved west to the Adriatic Coast. Some 
became Gradiscanski Hrvati in Burgenland, Austria, some went to four 
villages in Italy and many from Bosnia settled in Dalmatia. The refugees 
of this period were basically the nobility, such as merchants, artisans and 
other energetic clans who had mobility. And, since the Bosnian- 
Hcrcegovinians were considered the tallest people in Europe, the 
Dalmatians thus inherited great height in addition to strong Croatian 
blood 

The Dalmatians were Croatians living as Citizens in the republic o^ 
Venice, the republic of Ragusa (Dubrovnik) and the Poljica Republic. 
Variations of name spellings developed as many people adopted Latin- 
Italian forms for their Slavic-Croatian names such as Ciccarelli- 
Cikarelovich, Florio-Cvietkovich, Celio-Celiocich, Capogrosso-Glavinich, 
Bonacci-Bonacich, Arneri-Arnerich. Allegretti-Veselich, Dominis - 
Gosoodnetich . Forense- Vlahovich , Lupis-Vukich . Mladineo-Mladini ch 
and Tavileo-Tavilich. Some were simple translations such as “Lupis- 
Vuk" while some merely were formed by adding “eo” or “i” to the end of 
the name. 

Extensive use of nicknames was also popular for the simple reason 
that one name, such as Karmelich, would, as an example, have fifty 
families with the same name. Since street numbers were not used in those 
days, nicknames provided an ideal way for each family in a clan to be 
distinguished and identified. 

Thus, in the Karmelich village, one did not ask for “Andria Kar¬ 
melich/’ for example, but would ask for Bjeninovi, Hajduk, Zuvanovich, 
Ma'ina, Pikolo. Jagodich, Pircich, Zuvich, or Barbosich. The family using 
the nickname “Pilolo" was probably the smallest family in the clan as 
“pilolo" means small in Italian. Some nicknames were quite descriptive 
and amusing such as “Hajduk" which translates as “bandits or thieves.” 

However, though the nicknames were helpful in one way, they also 
added confusion for various reasons. An American-born searching for his 
“roots" finds the nickname-identification system distressing since no 
such custom carried over or was developed here. Thus, many whose 
ancestors continued to use their nickname after coming to America for 
ease of spelling or pronunication created great difficulty for family 
lineages to be traced. Also adding to the confusion was the fact that many 
persons in their transition to America varied the spelling of their names, 
such as Karmeljic to Karmelich and Carmeglich to Cormeglich, 

An interesting side-note on migration — it is said that another groujj 
of Croatian refugees left Dubrovnik-Ragusa during thel530's fortheNev 
World and crashed off the coast of the Carolinas. Forty years later, 
English colonists found “Croaton" carved on a tree. If this legend is true, 
Croatians were the first European colonists in America.

BOSKOVie 


BY KOSTA DIMITRIJEVIC 


The ideas of Ruder Boskovic 
(1711—1787), citizen of the City 
Republic of Dubrovnik, werefar 
ahead of his times: this famous 
scholar, mathematician, philo¬ 
sopher and astronomer is with 
good reason considered a pre¬ 
cursor of the theory of relativity 
and modern nuclear physics.

Thanks to his exceptionally versatile and 
subtle mind, Boskovic won distinction as a 
mathematician, physicist, astronomer and 
archeologist, achieved outstanding results 
in the sphere of geometrical optics, 
geodesy, meteorology, mechanical 
engineering, philosophy, and was a noted 
Diplomat and writer. 

Rudjer. one of the nine children of 
Nikola Boskovic, a pig dealer, and his wile 
Pava, was born in Dubrovnik on May 18. 

1711. As the son of well-to-do parents, 
young Rud|er completed his secondary 
schooling in his native town The child was 
an avid reader of books on the natural 
sciences and also showed a marked interest 
in the theatre. At that time, however, 
according to the accounts of his 
contemporaries. Boskovic was simply 
fascinated by stones about his famous 
compatriot, Marin Getaldic. who had lived 
and worked in Dubrovnik a few centuries 
before His eyes shining with excitement, 
BoSkovic used to stop in front of Getaldic s 
property and read the inscription above the 
entrance' 

"You who enter this abode, forget all 
envy, contention and care Let these 
beautiful gardens give you peace and 
serenity of mind/' 

A long flight of stone stairs led down to 
the sea. where he used to visit Getaldic's 
cave Here, following in the footsteps of his 
illustrious predecessor, the young man 
carried out his first tentative optical 
experiments, gazing at the skies for many a 
night so as to read "the future in the stars" 
BoSkovic’s early writings contain the 
following passage "I believe that Nature is 
composed of very fine particles. Only Man 
is an entity. . , I have found this in the 
conclusions of the late Marin Getaldic. in 
whose footsteps I would so dearly like to 
follow. 

Proud of her gifted son’s academic 
prowess. Rudjer's mother persuaded her 
husband to send him to the Collegium 
Romanum to continue his studies. The 
newcomer's outstanding gift for e*act 
sciences, especially mathematics and 
physics, was immediately noticed by his 
teachers. 

In 1736. alter months of careful 
observation by telescope from the highest 
dome of St. Peter’s. BoSkovic published his 
first treatise. "On Sun Spots" Having won 
recognition as one of the foremost 
astronomers of his time. Professor 
BoSkovic was appointed chief of the 
department of physics and mathematics at 
the Collegium Romanum. It is tn this 
capacity that he published a series of 
learned treatises and studies up to 1742. 

The whole of BoSkovics life was 
devoted to research and study in various 
fields of science, and this entailed frequent 
travel. During the persecutions of the Jesuit 
Oruer in 1759. BoSkovic left Rome and 
settled in Paris, where he was appointed 
Director of the Optical Institute of the 


French Navy and was received at the court 
ol Louis XV In London the following year 
Boskovic discarded his Jesuit habit, which 
had never been compatible with his 
scientific work, inspired as it was by 
Copcrnican theory, which had been 
condemned as heretical by the Catholic 
Church. This is why BoSkovic stated openly 
about his programme of scientific 
experiment: "My new universe has been 
proved by pure mathematical formulae, and 
that is all.. 

Published in Vienna in 1785. Boskovic’s 
major work: "Theoria Philosophiae 
Naturahs", marked a major advance toward 
the materialistic and dialectical study of 
natural phenomena In the words of the 
Yugoslav Encyclopaedia. BoSkovic excelled 
in many different fields of learning: " 
developed two geometrical methods for 
plotting the elements of solar rotation 
based on observations of the position of 
three celestial bodies; provided the basic 
differential formulae of spherical 
trigonometry, independently derived 
Simpson's formula of astronomic 
refraction. . calculated the dimensions and 
curvature o! the planet Earth on the basis of 
longitude degrees discovered a 
geometrical method for plotting the 
trajectory of comets, solved the problem of 
prismatic hexagonal wax cells in 
honeycombs, developed a universal law of 
energy, formulated the hypothesis that the 
force of attraction (Newton) alternates with 
that of repulsion at small distances between 
bodies, considered elementary particles to 
be non-dimensional and a source of 
energy; contrary to Newton considered time 
and space relative categories, and is 
therefore rightly considered a percursor of 
Einstein . 

These visionary ideas on the inter-action 
of the opposing forces of attraction and 
repulsion were subsequently applied by 
Farraday. Ampere, and Kelvin, and later 
universally adopted. 

Apart from his wide-ranging theoretical 
studies. Boskovic also found time for many 
practical schemes. He supervised the 
repairs made on the domes of St. Peter's in 
Rome, the cathedral in Milan, and the 
Imperial Library in Vienna. He also built the 
famous observatory in Brera according to 
his own designs, and designed harbours on 
the Tuscan coast. He embarked on 
important land-surveying and geodetical 
schemes for determining the curvature of 
the earth. As an archeologist, he was 
fascinated by the problem of Troy... Having 
obtained recognition as the best Latin poet 
of the 18th century. BoSkovic became a 
member of the Roman Academy and was 
also elected to the Academic Franpaise as a 
correspondent member. 

BoSkovic published his well-knovyn 
treatise; "The Passage of Planet Venus in 
front of the Sun" in London, where he 
became a fellow of the Royal Society. 


BoSkovic's letters from England are lull of 
interesting observations and information. 

His critical views on the English educational 
system were expressed in the following 
words in a letter to his brother "The 
lethargy produced by bad upbringing is to 
blame (or the fact that many young men of 
intellect and spirit waste the best years of 
their lives on trivia”. Apart from his London 
Diary, BoSkovic later published another 
travelogue under the title of "A Travel Diary 
from Constantinople to D oland", which 
provided a lucid acc ..it of conditions in 
the Balkans at the time. The work was 
translated into several languages and ran 
into several editions. His work. "The Eclipse 
of the Sun and the Moon", written in verse 
orm. also deserves mention. 

BoSkovic always maintained close ties 
with his native city and corresponded 
regularly with his family and the Dubrovnik 
Senate. As a diplomat he fostered the 
interests of his native Republic in Paris. 
London. Rome. Warsaw and Vienna. It was 
largely as a result of his skilful mediation 
that favourable peace terms were agreed on 
and a treaty concluded between Russia and 
Dubrovnik in Leghorn in 1775. BoSkovic 
sponsored Voltaire's election to the 
Arcadian Academy The famous French 
philosopher and writer thanked him in the 
following words* "I cannot say what is the 
greater honour, to have been elected to the 
Academy or the have been proposed by a 
man of your merit.." 

Celebrated and honoured the world 
over, BoSkovic always remained true to his 
native land and wrote: "I hope that 1 shall 
find real peace in my country at last and 
that l shall spend a serene old age there." In 
his last letter, addressed to his sister Anica 
and written in Milan, where he was soon to 
die, BoSkovid bids a melancholy farewell to 
his nearest and dearest: "I am well in all 
parts of my body, except in my head which 
has weakened. My end is drawing near. I am 
76 years old and l feel so very very weak... 
Farewell..." News of Rudjer Boskovic’s 
death on February 13. 1787. reached 
Dubrovnik a few weeks later

Our Travels In Yugoslavia

After reading "Our Travels in Yugoslavia" in last month's Kalifornski, 

I realized that I had omitted a lot of details that might be of interest 
to the readers. 

A short time before we left for Yugoslavia in 1970, I had met the 
late John Hoppe of Farmers Mercantile at their store. During the conver¬ 
sation, when I told him that I was going on a trip, he said that his son 
Carl was leaving for Yugoslavia soon as an Agricultural Consultant through 
Ford Machinery for the agricultural Co-op "Pik" in Opuzen near Metkovice 
about 100 k.m. from Dubrovnik.

We correspond and visit him regularly. 

Another interesting couple that visited us that year was Betsy and Tony 
Lobay both teachers in Pacific Grove, California and neither are of Yugo¬ 
slav descent and of course didn't speak the language. They wanted to visit 
some villages so we took them for a grand tour in Majkove and they loved 
to go snooping by themselves around the villages. 

Arni Sarsi, then with Hall, Kane & Palmtag Realty, and his wife StellaJ 
who are on their own now in Carmel, visited with us several days and in 
fact had rented a room across the street from us. John Fiorovich, the local 
contractor, his wife Cecilia and their son John visited us. In fact they 
had come from Italy in their rented car and called us from the old railroad 
station in Dubrovnik to come down to lead the way to our house and later 
around Konavle where his parents were from.

Rijeka

Rijeka is the largest city on the 
Adriatic coast of Yugoslavia. It boasts 
a population of well over 200,000 
people. Because of its favorable 
location and its rail and truck lines, 
Rijeka has developed its modern port 
facilities into not just the largest 
in Yugoslavia, but also into one of 
the largest in all of Europe. 

This modern city is located on 
the northern Dalmatian coast near 
the Istrian peninsula. The climate is 
typically Mediterranean and very 
similiar to the rest of Dalmatia. 

The town's surroundings are covered 
with oak trees, cypress, and hornbean 
trees which yield a hard heavy wood. 
The coast is heavily indented and un¬ 
dulating hills serve as a backdrop 
to the city. 

In Roman times the site of modern 
day Rijeka was occupied by Tarsatica, 
a strategic Roman fort which linked 

B with several other forts nearby to 
rm the key military defense points 
for the northernpart of the ancient 
empire. It was during the 6th and 
7th centuries that Slavs came grad¬ 


ually to control Rijeka. Prior to 
the Middle Ages it was fought over 
by numerous tribes, lords, counts, 
etc. It was during the Middle Ages 
that Rijeka was to grow into a 
prospering municipality under the 
patronage of the Walsee family. 

It stayed in this family until the 
late 1400's when it passed into 
ithe Austrian Hapsburg's domain, 
j Venice and Austria would argue and 
I quarrel over Rijeka for the next 
itwo hundred years, but it was to stay 
!in the Austro-Hungarian empire until 
}l919, the end of World War I. 
i While the breakup of the Austro- 

jHungarian empire saw most Yugoslavs 
■become a part of the new state of 
! Yugoslavia, Rijeka did not. It is 
'‘too difficult to detail here, but 
[suffice to say that because of the 
;Italian government's chicanery at 
the Paris Peace Conference in 1919, 
Rijeka was ceded to Italy and the 
.Italians promptly renamed the city 
j-Fiume. Vittorio Orlando and Benito 
'Mussolini saw to it that the city 
swas firmly under Italian control. 

I The Yugoslav people of Rijeka were 
)to remain part of Italy until liber¬ 
ation by Yugoslav armies on May 3, 
1945. Interestingly, Yugoslavia's 
largest port has been part of Yugo¬ 
slavia, politically, for only 35 
5 years. 

; Cultural life in Rijeka is well 

[supplied by numerous museums, Cath- 
jolic and Orthodox churches, libraries, 
fart galleries, and theaters. One 
;of the real "must sees" in Rijeka 
}is the Trsat Castle . It was first 
'erected in 1288 and is situated on a 
ihigh hill overlooking the city. Down 
(through the centureis, it has had 
[several wings added and other im¬ 
provements made. Beautifully pre¬ 
served, today it houses a nice 
[restaurant and an outdoor theater. 

I While Rijeka has been officially 

a part of Yugoslavia for only 35 
years, it has developed into one of 
her more important cities.

JURICH is found in all parts of Croatia with Dalmatia well represented 
with the name. The Coat of Arms was granted to Sylvester Jurich on Aug. 
5, 1569, at Vienna by King Maximilian II. Jurich was a leader of the 
Uskoks and was probably rewarded for attacking and plundering 
Venetian ships — in^other words, a pirate. 

Croatians were the best pirates 
in all of Europe. Later, they 
followed more honest professions 
as captains, mariners and 
fishermen. New Orleans, 
Louisiana, is the home port of 
Jurich fishing boats, such as the 
"Radeski.” 

John Jurich was a pioneer 
fisherman on Tomales Bay, Marin 
County, Ca. His children were born 
at Tomales in the 1890's and later 
married in the Croatian Church of 
Nativity in San Francisco. 

A Dalmatian, Jurich was mining 
gold on the Butte in California in 
the 1870's and voted as an 
American citizen in 1874. John 
Jurich died during the Great Flu 
Outbreak of 1918 in San Francisco 
Illyric Society at their Croatian

BRAJKOYTCH is a well-known family name which is found in all parts 
of Croatia, It is a fairly common name and is remembered from the area 
of Poljica as nobility in 1420, having been related to the Miroslavich clan. 

It is interesting to note that the 17th century 
bishop of the Senj-Zagreb region'was named 
Brajkovich. 

Prior to the I900 f s, Brajkovichs were found in the 
Los Angeles area and were also known to be gold 
miners at Sutter Creek in the famed Amador gold- 
bearing region of California. Many of the 
Brajkovichs had immigrated to the United States 
from Hercegovina to the Sutter Creek area and are 
now buried in the Catholic cemetery at Sutter 
Creek.
